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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , lines 10-11, applicant claims that heat conduction sheet has a higher 
thermal conductivity in a plane thereof than in a thickness wise direction thereof. Here, 
it is not clear at all as to what exactly the applicant is attempting to claim. Two elements 
of which applicant is attempting define heat conductivity is not clear at all. From reading 
the given specification and viewing the drawings, the examiner cannot ascertain as to 
what exactly the applicant is attempting to claim. Further, applicant is requested to 
explain and show/point-out these claimed features in the provided drawings. 

For examination purpose, All claimed limitations are examined except above 
claimed limitation (see rejection of claims above under 35 USC 112, second paragraph) 
since no meaningful examination on the merits can be undertaken at this time. See 
MPEP 702.01 . Once the claim limitation is sufficiently defined, search and examination 
on the merits will be given. 

Also, in line 6 of claim 1, "configured to comprise aluminum and to house " 
should be corrected to —comprising aluminum and housing— in order to eliminate 
vagueness. Limitations followed by phrase "configured to" are not considered to be 
recited positive/definitive manner. 
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Dependent claims are indefinite for the same reasons since by their 
dependencies, it incorporate the same deficiency as their parent claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 2001- 
266760 A. 

Reference JP 2001-266760 discloses a display device (see figures) comprising a 
case having a back member housing a display panel (PDP) having array of surface 
pixels, support member, an electronic component (control circuit), a flat heat conductive 
sheet interposed between the display panel (which has electronic component) and 
casing (see figures), and first and second heat transfer means/members or radiator 
members (rod members) interconnecting heat conductive sheet to display panel. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this 
title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a 
whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.

If this application currently names joint inventors, in considering patentability of the claims under 35 
U.S.C. 1 03(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims was commonly owned at 
the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is 
advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that 
was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the 
applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f)or(g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 8-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 
2001 -266760 A1. 

JP 2001-266760 discloses all the limitations except more than two radiator 
members (ie third and forth radiator members). However, JP 2001-266760 has already 
disclosed first and second radiator members for the purpose applicant propose. Further 
It has been ruled ordinary skilled in the art to provide plurality of elements for multiplied 
results. Thus, it would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to provide plurality of radiating member as 
commonly known for the purpose of obtaining multiplied results. As to the limitation of 
specific thermal conductivity and material for flat heat conductive sheet and heat 
transfer members, JP 2001-266760 discloses heat conductive sheet and heat transfer 
members for transferring/radiating the generated heat. With the common knowledge in 
the art, Artisan can easily obtain different surface area of heat conductivity or materials 
that is suitable for obtaining desired results, it is also very common to provide multiple 
display devices in on enclosed casing having vent holes in a casing for radiating the 
generated heat thus cooling the device. Specific placement of the vent holes would 
depend on specific locations of devices or desired faster ventilation for the overall 
device.
